Liberty as you, only we have more Manners arid 
Submiſſion, and think it not Duriful in Subje&sto 
impoſe upon their Soveraign with Impudentand . 
Tumulcuous Suggeſtions. By this 'Methe& of - 
Petitioning you would render His Majefties Go- 


vernment Precarious in the moſt literal ſenſe ; 


and when he has granted your Petirions;-ir' will 
not belong before you requite. his Grace with g 
Vore. of non-Addrelſes. I confeſs your Facthitf 
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Conſpiracies have rendred our happy Conftituti- 
on Unpracticable, and brought the Government 
into ſuch a Dilemma, that there 15 no Medium to 
be fancied berwixt Empire and Common.wealth, 
and the King muſt either reſolve to take up the 
Imperial Crown, or prepare to lay down his 
Head, for he muſt either ſuffer the eternal aftronts 
of ill-humoured Parliaments, or by his Supream 
wiſdom contrive ſome more quiet or ſafer me- 


thod of Elections; and fince by your fault and 


confuſions, the Antient Government is come to 


an. end, 'tis but reaſon to allow our Soveraign 
that juſt care and right to ſecure the Monarchy, 
and Peace of the Kingdom by ſome new Model 
of Parliaments; I haveſcen an Oration made by 
Mecenas to one of the Popes Pagan Predeceflors, 
Augnſtus Ceſar, wherein he adviſed him to aſſume 
the Monarchy, but wiſely ſuggeſted to him that 
he ſhould not make his ſudden paſſions and fingle 
will, the Laws and Edicts of his Empire ; but to 
provide a Graver Senate, that ſhould be his Grand 
Council in the important affairs of Government, 
a Conſulting with whom would add Weight and 
Solemnity to his Imperial Sanctions, but then he 
added this Politick caution, that he ſhould never 
orant the. people that dangerous favour to Elect 
the Members of this Senate, for then, ſays he, 
your Empire will be expoſed to Popular Factions 
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and;Jumults ; every EleCtion will ferment the 
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' humours of the Populacy, and occaſion ſuch Con. 
yulſions in the State, that you will never be ſe. 
cure of any ſafety athome, or Glory abroad, and 
therefore to prevent thoſe fatal miſchiefs, it was 
his Counſel to Ceſar, that he ſhould by the ſtricteſt 
enquiry ſearch in all parts of his Dominions for 
men of the greateſt-Wiſdom, Integrity, and Me- 
rit, who.could not be {uppoled to be Friends, ei- 
ther to Tyranny or Anarchy, and by his Imperial 
Authority to conſtitute theſe his great -Council 
without any noiſe or ruffle to his Empire. 

You know I am a Member of thac Un-rebel- 
ling Church of England, and if your amuſing 
proſpects of Futurity can ſuppoſe ſuch a Monſtro- 
ſity in Government, as a Prince ſhould uſe his - 
' Prerogative to deftroy his Peaceable Subjects, yet - 
I would rather beruined by the Diviner hand of a 
Monarch, than be worried by the baſer Tyranny 
of a Phanatick Common-wealth. - 

Now fince you have made Covenants and Aſ- 
ſociations to Ruin the Government of Chnrch 
and State,we are reſolved tounite in the defence of 
both , Its evident enough by your Plots and Peti- 
tions that you deſign another War, and ſeeing no- 
thing can be expected from another Triumphant 
Phanatick Army, but the utter extirpation of the _ 
Monarchy, and all the Loyal Nobility, Clergy, 
and Gentry ; we do therefore declare, that we 
will ſpeedily furniſh our ſelves with Arms and

Ammunition for us and our dependants, and up. 
on the firſt notice of a Rebellion, we will repair 
tothe Royal Standard, reſolving to make a ſhort 
end of the Controverſte, and either'to dye in the 
Field, and not to behold the Second Ruin of 
Church and State, or elſe, by a final Conqueſt, to 
Purchaſe to this Nation an everlaſting treedom 
from Phanatick inſolence and diſturbance; and 
may that hand be held up at the Barof an-High 
Court of -Juſtice, that will not ſubſcribe this Uni- 
on and Reſolution: |
